THE FORENOON.

The old ‘rookery yesterday forenoon was the 
scene of considerable elocution on the part of 
political loungers, who had thereabouts assem- 
bled to discuss the events of the evening preced- 
ing, and to see what new move would be made 
on the chess-board of the contending factions.

ular, closing at 690 for May and 620 for June. 
Hogs were dull, and closed weak at 5@10c 
decline.

Sheep were scarce and firmer, Last Saturday 
evening there was in store in this city 1,945,-

One of the most critical episodes in the 
interesting career of the new Common Coun- 
cil occurred yesterday afternoon in connec- 
tion with a resolution offered by Ald. At- 
pricH, instructing the various officials and 
departments of the City Government to rec- 
ognize 'Tnomas Horne as Mayor of Chicago. 
Col vrx, as presiding officer, refused to enter- 
tain the motion to adopt the resolution or to 
entertain a motion appealing from his de- 
cision, whereupon Ald. Aupricn was desig- 
nated as the person to submit the question to 
the Council. At this point Cor vim attempt- 
ed the game of bluff, hinting that, if the 
Council persisted in the effort to pass the 
resolution, he should call upon the police 
force to prevent it. This was 
a step beyond the ‘patience of some 
of the Aldermen who had hitherto re- 
mained silent. Speeches were made by 
Ald. MoOrza, Txroor, and OvtiErTon, all of 
whom gave warning that the policy of intim- 
idation had better be abandoned, and Cotvm, 
perceiving his mistake, backed squarely down, 
and the resolution was put to vote and 
adopted, 26 to 10. The incident was sig- 
nificant of the temper of the majority of the 
Council in the matter of threats or attempted 
intimidation. They will tolerate nothing of 
the kind, and if Corym is wise he will lose 
no time in recognizing the fact that he has 
to deal with men who lack neither the cour- 
age, the determination, nor the ability to 
carry out the plan they have undertaken, 
and who are not to be frightened from the 
performance of their duty. 
THE VICTORY OF THE PEOPLE. 

The first meeting of the new Council has 
given n glorious promise of a complete do- 
parture from the Ring politics which has 
swayed the government of this city for more 
than twe years. The unity, quietness, and 
success of the majority’s conduct in the most 
trying situation in which it will ever be 
placed, indicate that there is a combination 
of honesty and ability that has not been at- 
tained for many years. The Aldermen 
elected to represent the same people who 
cast 35,000 votes for Mayor Horne fully ap- 
preciated the correctness of the popular pro- 
test against the usurpation of ex-Mayor Cor- 
vin, and acted together, with a couple of ex- 
ceptions (Warrier of the Thirteenth aud 
Nu of the Fifteenth), as if under explicit 
instructions. The preliminary preparation 
for the struggle was thorough and intelli- 
gent, the line of action was direct 
and well understood, and the re- 
sult was eminently satisfactory to the 
people and creditable to their representa- 
tives. The majority acted upon the advice 
of the best legal talent that could be secured, 
given by gentlemen who may be properly 
classed as non-political lawyers. There was 
danger of a dissension owing to the differ- 
ence of opinion as to whether the Council 
should elect from its own number or the peo- 
ple's choice be taken, but this was overcome 
by the ready sacrifice of all partisan consid- 
erations on the part of the Republicans, and 
all personal considerations on the part of 
Messrs. MoOrga and Autpricrz, one or the 
other of whom would probably have been 
chosen if the Council had elected from its 
own body. All united with honest cerdiality in 
carrying out the wishes of the people, ex- 
pressed at the polls, that ex-Mayor Corvin 


expired), and that his successor shall be 
recognized and assume the duties of the 
office. 

The Council’s official proceedings were as 
effective as their previous preparation @ad 
been through. There was a persistent devo- 
tion to the one end in view, and it was reach- 
ed without any faltering on the one side or 
bravado on the other. There were no mis- 
takes, and for this the people are largely in- 
debted to the experience and coolness of Ald. 
CuniErTon, who has acted in good faith in 
this matter, and who was ably sustained by 
the superior ability of Ald. Taompson and the 
personal force of Ald. Suzrmpan. The pro- 
ceedings were dignified throughout, except as 
they were marred by the crooked blather- 
skite HrtpreTH, who found himself weak and 
incompetent without a Ring majority at his 
back. Ex-Mayor Corum was treated with 
marked consideration, in view of the position 
of open hostility to the Council and the peo- 
ple which he occupied. He received a 
deserved rebuke by the reference of his so- 
called message without reading, since he had 
violated all official etiquette and insulted 
the new Council by causing it be pub- 
lished before it had been submitted 
to the body to which it had been 
addressed. It was just as well, how- 
ever, as this gratuitous insult enabled the 
Council to save a couple of hours which 
would have seriously interfered with the real 
work of the evening. Having referred the 
only thing (viz.: the message) which the 
Council wanted to dispose of thus summarily, 
a set of rules were adopted which omitted 
that permitting the reference to a committee 
of every subject at the suggestion of a single 
member. This shrewd movement, entirely 
legitimate and proper, enabled the Council to 
do its work immediately. Having got the 
rules in the proper shape for action, the first 
decisive step was to relieve ex-Mayor Co- 
vin'’s ex-Clerk Forrest from duty, which at 
the same time relieved Cotvim from his par- 
liamentary adviser, and left him like a leaky 
ship without a rudder. The ex-Clerk and 
parliamentary adviser out of the way, the 
Council installed its own law-adviser, and 
was then ready to proceed to the real busi- 
ness of the evening. This was to canvass 
the vote of Mayor Horne and declare him 
elected. : 


Ex-Mayor Calvin, though interspersing the 
proceedings with plaintive utterances, ridicu- 
lous blunders, and significant whines, did not 
undertake any positive resistance to the will 
of the Council—25 members against 11—un- 
til after Mayor Horne’s vote had been can- 
vassed. He put the motions which author- 
ized this proceeding, but then refused to put 
the motion declaring Mayor Horne elected, 
which, of course, was the logical result of the 
canvass. Ex-Mayor Cor vive desperate at- 
tachment to office has betrayed him into many 
insane actions, but none so conspicuously 
senseless as the effort, in his capacity as pre- 
siding officer, to defeat the will of more than 
two-thirds of a legislative body. We very 
much fear that his legal advisers have caused 
him to be “ writ down an ass,” in spite of 
the fact that the city has paid them $40,000 
or $50,000 of lawyers’ fees to help him fight 
the people. The result must have shown 
the ex-Mayor that the struggle’ was 
an unequal one, and that the will of

very apt to prevail even when a de facto pro- 
siding officer refuses to abide by it. Mayor 
Horne was declared elected, and Ald. Cuz- 
LERTON gave a timely notice to Comptroller 
Hayes not to confuse and complicate the 
city’s finances by refusing to sit with the new 
Mayor. The case is even stronger than Ald. 
Cuizizrton put it. The charter of 1872 ex- 
pressly intrusts the City Clerk with the du- 
ties performed by the Comptroller, and mere- 
ly enables the Council to create the office of 
Comptroller, if it sees fit, and define his 
duties. The Council may also discontinue 
any offices that have been previously created, 
so that a refusal on the part of Mr. Hares to 
recognize the new Mayor can be met simply 
by abolishing the office, and transferring its 
duties to Mr. Burn. 

The Couscil was disposed to accept ex- 
Mayor Co.vin’s appeal to be retained more 
in pity than in anger, and we are content to 
let it go at that without recalling the disa- 
greeable reminder that he is responsible for 
his own troubles. But as Anpr JOHNSON 
held on simply to sustain the Constitution of 
the United States, and as Marr CaRPENTER 
took his back pay because the Constitution 
required him to do so, so Mr. Col wu, effort 
to continue himself in office another year has 
been prompted solely by his construction of 
the law, which he does not want to violate by 
going out. Now, we suggest that, if ex- 
Mayor Corvr will only accept the situation, 
he will have abundant time to establish his 
claims at law, and without being hampered 
by the arduous duties of the Mayor's office. 
He will also be permitted the satisfaction of 
paying his own lawyers’ bills instead of 
charging them up to the tax-payers, as he has 
been doing ever since the new charter was 
adopted, to defend him for contempt of 
court, to plead his cause before the Supreme 
Court, to write him such opinions as 
he desired, etc., eto. We art constrained to 
suggest, however, that in his remarkable 
oration before the Council he misrepresented 
the Supreme Court in stating that it had 
decided his term was extended by the 
adoption of the new charter. It decided no 
such thing. It has never decided that there 
was no vacancy. It has never decided that 
the people might not fill that vacancy at the 
first general election, which they did. It has 
not decided that the Council could not have 
called a special election a year ago, right 
after the adoption of the new charter, or at 
the November election, or at any other time 
since the vacancy existed. The Supreme 
Court simply decided that it would not com- 
pel the Council to call a special election, aad 
this decision was given before the Council 
had refused to call an election; had the man- 
damus been applied for subsequently to their 
refusal, the result might have been different. 
At all events, if Mr. Cotvr’s only interest in 
this matter is that the law may be sustained, 
let him prove it by going to law to recover 
the place which the people and the Council 
have now conferred upon Mr. Horyz 


IS REFORM TO. BE MADE ODIOUS> 

The Omaha Republican resents, as an out- 
rage upon the Republican party, our sugges- 
tion that the Democratic party has no chance 
of electing its Presidential candidate without 
the vote of New York, and that to secure the 
vote of that State it will nominate Tos, 
who will certainly carry the State unless the 
Republican party shall nominate a candidate 
known to the country to be free from all 
complicity in the corruptions of the past and 
certain to vigorously feform the administra- 
tion of the Government.

That paper 
says : 

We submit, however, that whatever significance it 
possesses, it means BLA just as much as it means 
Bristow. Has he not passed through this era of cor- 
ruption with clean hands and free of all participa- 
tion in the past corruption”? Can he pointto no 
record as a practical reformer of Government, s 
weeder-out of the rotten and criminal from the public 
service”? Under whose leadership was it that a Re- 
publican House first grappled with the hydra-headed 
Medusa-haired, and hun@red-handed monster of cor- 
ruption in the Government, and all other interests 
connected therewith? What man was it who at once 
cleared his own skirts ana brought home to those whe 
had practiced fraud responsibility for their evil ways? 
Whose hands were put forth from within the party, 
before Bristow was ever heard of, to cast down its 
idols and slay the Moloch that was devouring its off- 
spring ? 

We reply to this stuff simply that we may 
reply to a class of persons who seem to think 
that every time Reform in the administra- 
tion of the Government and in the collection 
of the revenges are mentioned there is a covert 
attack on Mr. Bann. We have not attacked 
Mr. Bram, and if he be nominated we ex- 
pect to support him. But we shall support 
him for different reasons than are given in 
the above extract from the epudlican pub- 
lished at Omaha. We shall support him be- 
cause of his intellectual ability and vigor, 
because of his sterling patriotism, because of 
his services to the country during his sucess- 
ive terms in Congress, and because of the 
ripe experience in public affairs which he 
will bring to the office of President.

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BRISTOW. | 

A month or two ago the Whisky Ring and 
the runners with the machine insisted that 
Bristow was a great favorite with the Demo- 
crats, which, they contended, was a very 
suspicious circuthstance. But when the 
Democratic press and leaders began to sav- 
agely assail him, and make desperate efforts 
to besmirch him, the ranners with the ma- 
chine had to change their tactics. They now 
say that he is a Kentuckian, and not in har- 
mony with the radical Republican sentiment 
of the North. But the machine-runners are 
troubled to account for the fact that Buro 
is stronger in New England than any other 
candidate. He is the first choice of a majori- 
ty of the Republicans of every New England 
State except Maine, and is the second choice 
of the Republicans of Maine. The New- 
Englanders have been investigating his rec- 
ord, and find the following facts : 

Bristow was raised in an Abolition family, 
and was educated in a Northern college. As 
there were only two political parties in Ken- 
tucky previous to 1860, he acted with the 
Whigs, because they were opposed to the 
State Sovereignty doctrine, and were less 
pro-slavery than the Democrats. At the age 
of 27 he declined to vote for Butz, the Whig 
candidate for Governor of Kentucky, because 
he declared for the Du Soorr decision. 
His fagher was one of the seven members of 
the Constitutional Convention in Kentucky 
who voted against the famous declaration in 
the State Constitution that the right of prop- 
erty in a slave is absolute and inviolable. 
During the angry period before the outbreak 
of the Rebellion, he was an outspoken Na- 
tionnlist, and denounced the secession move- 
ment. He voted for LMO in 1860, At the 
opening of the War he helped to raise a 
regiment of Kentucky Unionists, and dis- 
tinguished himself at the hard-fought battles 
of Fort Donelson and Shiloh. While in the 
army he was elected to the State Senate, 
and was always among the most radical Re- 
publicans. He and eleven others voted for 
the emancipation amendment and against 
paying the slave-holders for the slaves, and 
he demanded and advocated the equal civil 
rights of the negro. 

In two or three political campaigns since 
the War he stumped his State for the Re- 
publican ticket, and maintained radical doo- 
trines against all antagonists. As District 
Attorney he rooted out the Ku-Klux, and the 
confidence in him of his radical fellow-Re- 
publicans of the State is boundless and en- 
thusiastic. 8 

He is the first Secretary of the Treasury 
who has successfully grappled with the frauds 
in the New York and other Eastern Custom- 
Houses, and put a stop to them, and he is the 
first Secretary of the Treasury who has pos- 
sessed the nerve and ability to take hold of 
the powerful Whisky Ring and smash it, con- 
signing its members to the jails and Peniten- 
tiaries,—those of them who are not fugitives 
in foreign countries. 

Among honest men these are pleasant 
things to know of Mr. Barrow. That his 
nomination for President would be enthusi- 
astically received by the masses of the peo- 
ple is perfectly certain; but we are not at all 
confident that he will be nominated.

COLVIN AS A SON OF MARS. 

It is a curious question in esthetic philoso- 
phy what subtle influences there are in the 
carrying of boxes and bales that infuse a 
man with the war spirit; in other words, 
how does the express business develop a 
man’s belligerent qualities? OstensiMy it 
would seem to be a very peaceful occupation, 
conducted by mild-mannered drivers, clerks, 
and agents, and which might be run from 
year to year without provoking even a fisti- 
cuff squabble or a dangerous difference of 
opinion. But here is Mr. Harvey D. Cor vm, 
late Mayor, who for many years had success- 
fully conducted the express business, and 
achieved a wide-spread reputation as a hand- 
ler of band-boxes, bales, and crates, and is 
now about to enter upon it again, and, to 
the surprise of every one in the community, 
he suddenly looms up as a sanguinary crea- 
ture, a monster thirsting for gore, a ferocious 
human being who believes in war as the nor- 
mal condition of the buman race, a General 
Boum snuffing powder, a Bombastes who 
would deluge the world with wicked wars 
were his boots displaced. The change 
in his disposition seems to have 
come very suddenly. Prior to 1864 he 
was very serene and sunny, and 
no martial spirit further than furious charges 
upon Mumm and Roederer. In that year, 
however, he suffered a sudden change, and 
from a peaceful express agent suddenly 
bloomed out into a fleros and truculent war- 
rior, arrayed in the full panoply of battle. 
We have his own wordsin the matter. After 
‘keeping up a fire-in-the-rear with the Demo- 
crate for three years, he left them and went 
to the front with tha Republicans, and then 
there was war in earnest.

THE SALE OF THE PENSION AGENCY. | 

The disclosures in the case of the Pension 
Agency in this city, though the subject of 
common rumor for some months, prove to be 
more disgraceful than was ever anticipated or 
suspected. Gen. J. B. Swrrr, a brave sol- 
dier, who had been wounded and crippled 
during the War, was appointed Pension Agent 
at this place. He had a family to support, 
and the compensation was hardly more than 
equal to that end. His daughter, a most 
excellent and competent lady, was employed 
in her father’s office, and managed the details 
in a most satisfactory manner. In time, it 
appears, a demand was made upon Gen. 
Swirr that he appoint a Mr. CamMpBELL a 
clerk in his office at a salary of $2,500 a year. 
Gen. Swéer protested, but, under fear of re- 
moval, he appointed Mr. Campnzx1, the com- 
pensation of the latter being taken out of 
Swzer’s own allowance. After two or 
three months Sweer discharged Camp- 
BELL, and in due time was him- 
self removed, it was charged, through 
Marshall Camppetu’s influence, backed up by 
Senatorial and Representative aid. Davip 
Buaxety, then editor of the Hvening Post, 
was appointed. Upon taking charge of the 
office he found Miss Swzer employed there as 
a clerk on a small salary, and continued her, 
she performing the duties honestly and ef- 
ficiently. 

Mr. Bran had the fortunate or unfor- 
tunate capacity of getting into debt deeper 
on the least pretense and on the least re- 
sponsibility than any man we have ever 
known. From first to last, we suppose the 
aggregate sum which his victims put up 
or became liable for on his account, and 
which is still unpaid, does not fall much, if 
any, short of $130,000. Of course such a 
man was certain to be a defaulter. At last 
he could hold the office no longer, and he 
turned his attention to finding a purchaser to 
whom he could sell it. In March, 1871, he 
informed Miss Swirr that he wished to re- 
sign, and that his arrangements at Washing- 
ton were such that he could control the ap- 
pointment of his successor. He urged 
her to become an applicant and he would 
secure her appointment, she to pay 
him all the income save $1,500 a 
year, which she might retain as 
her salary. He refused her permission to 
consult her friends, insisting on keeping the 
arrangement secret. She consented. It was 
then agreed that she should pay to Marshal 
B. H. Campserst $2,100 between April, 1874, 
and April, 1875, if she was appointed. She 
was appointed. Bam was then discov- 
ered to bein default $3,000, and he went 
with Car to Miss SwxrtT—according to 
the lady’s sworn statement—and coerced her 
to give him an official receipt for the money, 
she thus becoming responsible for that much 
money as if it had been turned over to her 
officially by BLA T. Campseut and Buaxe- 
uy, she says, both refused her permission to 
consult with friends. Under fear of removal 
she consented,» thus assuming $5,100 ot | 
Buaxkge.y’s debta. BLA promised to make 
good the deficit in a short time, but he did 
not do so. Subsequently Bax, the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, who, it is alleged, was 
familiar with the whole arrangement, threat- 
ened to report her as a defaulter if she did 
not pay the money within a certain time. 
She raised $2,000 upon a mortgage upon her 
father’s estate and the other $1,000 upon 
some notes which she had discounted, and 
paid the money.

THE DEPRECIATION OF SILVER. 
There is an article in a late number of 
Macmillan's Magazine which gives some in- 
teresting and important statistics about the 
production of silver, and what becomes of it. 
The annual product has increased 


but largely in the United States since 1870, 


but it has remained about the same in Mexico, 
South America, and other countries. The 
total product of the year 1875 was £16,000,- 
000, as against £14,000,000 in 1874, about the 
same in 1873, £12,750,000 in 1872, and 
£11,600,000 in 1871. That is to say, the 
latest and largest annual product was about 
$80,000,000, with an average annual produc- 
tion during the last five years of about 
$68,500,000. Of this, India and the East 
have absorbed on an average $33,500,000, 
leaving $35,000,000 to be cared for by other 
countries. This production did not 
seem to be .excessive till Germany de- 


monetized silver, which suddenly threw about 


$200,000,000 of silver on the market. This 
unusual surplus, along with the proportionate 
absorption of gold in Germany to take the 
place of the demonetized silver, and the in- 
creased product of the American mines, oc- 
casioned a remarkable decrease in the gold 
value, which was accelerated by the panicky 
feeling resulting upon the marked change in 
values. It is suggested in the article we have 
referred to that India shall demonetize silver, 
—that is, make it legal tender only for small 
sums; but this would be manifestly bad 
policy. It is not apparent what could be 
done with the surplus silver, and the depre- 
ciation would be more rapid and disastrous 
than ever. India may suffer some loss in 
exchanges incident to the late depreciation, 
but that people would suffer tenfold more, 
and be the cause of their own misfortunes, if 
they should bear the price of silver still 
further by demonetization at home. As it is 
now, the depreciation must be nearly at an 
end. The prospect of silver being brought 
into circulation in the United States, and the 
consequent demand there will be for from 
510, 000, 000 to $150,000,000, has already 
made a change. Silver is now worth a couple 
of pence more per ounce than it was just 
after the German demonetization, and the 
prospect is now that, without any other un- 
usual disturbance in the market, it will con- 
tinue to enhance in value. We have the tes. 
timony of Senator Jonzs, of Nevada, an ex- 
pert, that the exhaustion of the principal 
American mines now operated can already be 
foreseen, and the present indications from 
the Pacific coast in mining stocks confirm the 
statement. Meanwhile, the commercial uses 
for silver will increase, so that there is no 
reason to apprehend a very long duration of 
the present depression. On the contrary, it is 
reasonable to presume, from past experience, 
that silver will gradually appreciate, and 
thereby relieve the political economists from 
their present embarrassments.
